The soil for leek should be rich, but not fresh manured 
Sow as early in spring as practicable and transplant in June 
into rows fifteen inches apart and four to six inches from each 
other in the row, as deep as possible, so that the neck, being 
covered, may be blanched. Cutting off the tops of the leaves 
three or four times during the season is highly beneficial.

Mushrooms may be cultivated much easier than is generally 
supposed, and as the demand usually far exceeds the supply, es- 
pecially about large cities, they are a very profitable crop. 

Take fresh horse manure, shake it well apart and lay it in a 
heap to ferment. Mix it well every three or four days, so that 
every part of it may be equally fermented. Twoor three weeks 
after it has been put together to ferment, the dung will be in fit 
shape to be made into a bed, for which purpose seleet a dry spot 
fora foundation and mark out the bed four feet wide and as 
jong as you choose to make it. Mix the dung well together in 
making the bed and beat it down with a fork until about 
twenty-two inehes thick. Ascertain by trial sticks, thrust into 
different parts of the bed, when the temperature is sufficiently 
moderate for spawning, then make a division of the large cake 
of spawn into small pieces, plant them two inches below the 
surface, six inches apart, covering with two inches of fine, light 
soil evenly pressed down. When finished, cover the bed with 
clean straw a foot thick and protect from heavy rains. The 
mushrooms will make their appearance in from four to six 
weeks, according to season.

This vegetable has become one of the 
most important in private gardens and general market, vast 
quantities being used for canning, and contributing one of the 
principal articles of food the year round. Through inferiority 
of seed the market gardener has suffered much, however, and 
should appreciate the fact by this time that for pure tomato 
seed, properly cured, he must pay a reasonable price. Remem- 
ber this, that it will not pay you to grow a poor crop of toma- 
toes, in fact, they will prove a source of loss; whereas, on the 
other hand, a good crop of this important garden product 
is highly profitable and will richly repay the attention bestowed 
upon it; and such can be the result only where the seed has 
been carefully selected and is perfectly pure.
